Washington, August 15.—(4)—Pros- 
ecution of the Anti-Saloon League of 
America on criminal proceedings un- 
der the corrupt practices act was de- 
manded by Representative Tinkham, 
republican, Massachusetts, in a letter 
to Attorney General Sargent, made 
public today. 

Mr. Tinkham declared the Anti-Sa- 
loon league, which he described as an 
“ecclesiastical political organization,” 
has violated the corrupt practices act 
of 1925 as follows: 

“1—No report of receipts and expen- 
ditures of any character made prior 
to 1920; and 

“2 From 1920 to 1924, inclusive, 
reports made of receipts and expendi- 
tures of only a few thousand dollars, 
which reports were sworn to by the 
said Wayne B. Wheeler.” 

Mr. Tinkham related that the act 
of 1925 requires the return under oath 
every three months of all receipts and 
expenditures made by any organization 
for political purposes. 

No Reports Filed. 

“Until June, 1926, the Anti- Saloon 
League of America under this act,” he 
wrote, 
subscriptions had een received and 
no expenditures had been made. No 
report was filed by any subsidiary, 
not even by that of the state of New 
York, where an expmsive independent 
campaign has been carried on by

They are posses such as Owen 
Wister might have described in his 
stories of the west, and they are pur- 
suing their quarry in two famous 
“hide-outs” of the western “bad 
men” of other days. The Red desert 
and the Wind river country are almost 
inaccessible and only a few herders 
make their homes there. 

Post office authorities have not yet 


determined the loss in the robbery. 


KITCHENER MYSTERY 
IS CUSE OF PROBE 


London, August 15.— () — The 
Kitchener mystery had a new devel- 
opment today, when Scotland Yard 
officers removed the case alleged to 
contain fhe body of the British field 
marshal from the undertakers, where 
it had been deposited, to a local mor- 
tuary. There it will remain until 
tomorrow morning, when the matter 
will be reported officially to the cor- 
oner, who will decide whether to call 
for an inquest. 

Frank Power, British newspaper 
man, recently announced that he found 
the late Lord Kitchener’s body in 
Norway. He had it removed to Lon- 
don and then notified Premier Bald- 
win. The British government appar- 
ently gives no credence to the an- 
nouncement that the body within the 
coffin is that of the field marshal, 
and it is not known whether the po- 
lice have acted at the instigation of 
the government, or upon their own 
authority. At any rate, no further of- 
ficial notice has been taken of Pow- 
ers communication to the govern- 
ment.

THE DIRECT PRIMARY. 

The Sunday New York Times 
published an interesting symposium 
on the direct senatorial primary. 
It was participated in only by mem- 
bers of the senate, hence it dealt 
with a vital problem, and only those 
of vital interest had anything to do 
with the dealing. Naturally there 
was caution, and perhaps some re- 
Straint in expression. On one thing, 
however, all were agreed—that is, 
that the present day abuses of the 
primary system must be remedied 
and that at once. It was amusing 
how much misconception there ap- 
peared to be as to the significance 
of the primary to the 17th amend- 
ment. 
ers and statesmen that they are sup- 
posed to be—seemed to think the 
abolition of the senatorial primary 
would mean a return to the old sys- 
tem of electing senators by the leg- 
islatures. Of course a_ second 
thought will blot out that fallacy. 
The primary is merély a system of 
nomination and is provided for only 
by state statutes. They might be 
repealed in all the states—or in any 
one or more—and the nominations 
would return by way of the old con- 
vention system, unless some other 
better should be evolved. But that 
would still leave the election of sen- 
ators by a direct vote of the people 
constitutionally mandatory. 

It will be noted that the su- 
the United States has no power to 
regulate or otherwise interfere with 
or control a state primary. That 
leaves it up to each state to master 
its own primary problems. That 
the senatorial primary has been a 
keen disappoiniment is obvious. The 
recent diselosures in Illinois and 
Pennsylvania have brought shame 
to the nominating ballot and made 
a mockery of popular or democratic 
government. And yet it is not al- 
ways best to abandon a ship be- 
cause it leaks. The thing to do is 
to stop the leak. The primary sys- 
tem is democratic. It has been fla- 
grantly abused. The thing to do is 
not to abandon the primary but stop 
the abuse.

You and I cannot 
use the name of a proprietary medi- 
cine on which there is a trademark, 
though anybody may mix up for bis 
own or others’ private use any such 
concoction without the trademark. 1 
he so desires. Seldom does anybody 
desire to do so, for of course the con- 
coction itself is generally worthlese— 
it is the label, the package, the testi- 
monials, the scenery that the gullible 
old publie buys.

Denver, Col., August 15—()—John 
M. Steele, secretary of the Denver

‘Do you move 
things free to your storage rooms?’ 
She is told yes. ‘What are your rates?’ 
and she is told. ‘Well, I guess you 
can store my furniture. How soon can 
you send out your trucks as I have 
to go to Newnan right away? She 
is told that our vans will be there 
very shortly. 

“Her — effects arrive at 


the warehouse and are safely stored 
in the proper place in some one of 
the six floors of our building. 

“Then, we receive callers who have 
furniture in storage, who wish to 
get some particular article or wish 
to show an article which they are de- 
sirous of selling or they want to put 
something in one of their trunks. To 
people like these, a storage warehouse 
is a second home and they are ever 
in touch with their belongings. 

“There is the family who just stores 
their furniture for a month or two, 
while they are having their house re- 
paired or a new one built, or they are 
going to move, some place or their 
lease has expired. To people like this, 
a safe, dependable storage house is 
more than just a @torage warehouse, 
it is a place of great convenience.

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Chicago, August 15.—(#)-—The 
United States today leads the world 
in aviation, according to Col. Paul 
Henderson, geheral manager of the 
national air transport. ° 

This unequivocal statement is based 


on a nation wide survey Of the aero- 


nautical chamber of commerce, find- 
ings of which were announced tonight 
by Col, Henderson, vice president and 
governor of the organization. This 
study shows that in the last year, five 
and one-half million miles were flown. 
more than 200,000 passengers were 
carried and air express in excess of 
112 tons was transported by the 290 
commercial operators reporting to the 
chamber. 4 

Epitomizing the situation in which 
aviation found itself at the beginning 
of 1925, the survey says: 


Situation Improves. 


„It was underrated by a few in- 
fluential officers of the army and 
navy. It was ignored as far as practi- 
cal action was concerned by leaders in 
public life: it was regarded askance 
by business. 

“But now, in midsummer of 1925, 
it may be stated that much of the for- 
mer reserve in the high commands 
of the army and navy has dis- 
appeared; and definite attention 
has been given by the administration 
and congress; and finally, with the 
entrance of responsible men and sub- 
stantial capital into air transport. the 
place of aviation in commerce and in- 
dustry is now very generally recog- 
nized. There has been, undoubtedly 
a renaissance of flying.” . 

The survey, which was made by 
ell, traffic manager of 
national air transport and former 
traffic manager of the United States 
air mail service, shows that no other 
country in the world approaches the 
existing and proposed mail activities 
in the United States. 

“The United States has now in oper- 
ation 13 air transport routes, mile- 
age of which totals 4,076,” the sur- 
vey states, 

Have More Operators. 


We probably have more commer- 
cial operators than any other nation, 
due, undoubtedly, to the vast extent 
and the natural characteristies of our 
country. In 28 foreign nations there 
is a total of 10 air transport lines, 
most of them not regularly operated 
and none, so far as the aeronautical 
chamber of commerce could determine, 
lacking some sort of subsidy. In the 
United States not one of the existing 
or proposed air transport lines is re- 
celving a cent of subsidy. 

“With nearly 9,000 miles of air- 
ways now being conducted on schedule 
and with 2,500 more in immediate 
contemplation, the United States un- 
doubtedly takes the lead in world avia- 
tion. This network, which radiaies 
from Chicago to practically every part 
of the United States, has had the 
effect, so far as the conduct of busi- 
ness is concerned, of reducing the 
transportation map to one-third its 
former size.
